When a white mu has to mike a portage 
around a dangerous waterfall, he carries his 
whole canoe. But Indians of the Northwest, 
with their knowledge of woodsmanship, 
carry only half the weight of their canoes 
and equipment when they have to walk over- 
land around dangerous waterways. The other 
half of the heavy load rides on a simple 
travols fastened to the stern of the canoe. 



The canoe travels is very similar to the 
Indian horse-drawn travois. A skid is made 
of two green boughs, and braced by cross- 
pieces. The skid, or travols. is then lashed to 
the ribs and to the aft crosabrace of the canoe 
The Indian rolls his camping supplies In skins, 
and lashes them to the ribs midway in the 
canoe. 

When be is forced to detour a waterfall or 
rapids, he simply tips his canoe over his 
head, grasps the fore crossbrace, and walks 
off with part of his load riding on the sled- 
like runners of the travois. 

When set firmly In the dirt, the travols 
makes a solid lean-to of the upturned canoe, 
and affords excellent protection to the Indian 
In ease of sudden storms, or when camping 
overnight.
